British liners afloat, the Baltic and the Beraigaria, brought hundreds of 
gallons of be.ve.ragf> liquor within the three mile limit and to their d«cks 
today Is the flrst test of the authority of the, Volstead act over American 
territorial waters. 


The liquor, including wines, spirits and beer was in closed stare 


rooms, sealed with the seals of his majesty's government. 


Customs officials At once put into motion the machinery they had 


prepared for the liquor's reception. 


Dr. F. J. Sprague, of.the public health service, want to the vesvJs 


to 'examine the supplies of beverage and designate how much of the. liquor 
is In excess of that needed for medicinal purposes. 
' This was to be seized by customs men and prohibition authorities. 


The big Berengaria, which' wait beaten into port a few hours by the; 


Baltic, made certain that there would be. no chance or the lifluPr being 
overlooked. Ship officers said they hud above what |ras needed for med- 
icinal purposes the'following:

1761 5-6 gallons of wine; 110 1-6 gallons of spirit*; 3,888 bottles of 


ale and stout. 


After the health officials and customs men had looked the ship over 


at quarantine, the captain waited 20 minutes, expecting 
something 
to 


happen regarding the liquor. 


After the American authorities took one look at the seals and the 


nailed door of the store room, they did nothing. 


It was learned thnl the British government in no way challenge* the 


authority of the I'nitttl States to break the Deals and confiscate the liquor. 


It was pointed out that jurisdiction of the British government con- 


cerning the sealing of the liquor ceases as soon as the ship leavestbr 
British territorial waters.

Two Contfitions 


Two conditions may be considered 


indispensable: 
• First, that the tribunal be so con- 
stituted as to appear and to be, la 
theory and in practice, in form and in 
substance, beyond the 
shadow of 


doubt, a world court and not a league 
court. 


Second, that the United States shall 


occupy a plane of perfect equality 
with every Qther power. • 


There is no consequential dispute 


among us concerning the League of 
Nations. There are yet its earnest 
advocates, but the present adminis- 
tration has said, repeatedly and de- 
cisively, that the league is not for 
us. There admittedly is u 
league 


connection -with the world court. We 
can not hope to get anywhere ex- 
cept in the frankest understanding of 
facts. The authors of 
the 
court 


protocol, cooperating with a brilliant 
American leadership, turned to the 
league organization for 
the 
court 


-electorate, to solve a 
problem 
in 


choosing judges heretofore unsolvable. 
Though I firmly believe we could ad- 
here to the court protocol, with be- 
coming reservation, and be free from 
every, possible 
obligation to

league, I would frankly prefer the 
court's complete independence of-the

Just as frankly let me say that I

Approval Needed 


Government can never successful- 


ly undertake the solution ot a great 
p'roblem unless it can frankly submit 
it to tho people.

B Granting the noteworthy excellence, 
of which I, for one, am fully con- 
vinced, of the court a's now consti- 
tuted, why not proceed in the belief 
that it may be made self-perpetuat- 
ing? This could be done in one of 
two ways, (1) by empowering 
the 


court itself to fill any vacancy arising 
from the death of u member or re- 
tirement for whatever cause, without 
interposition from any other body; 
or (2) by continuing the existing 
authority, of the Permanent Court of 
Arbitration to

The fixing-of compensation of the

Real Question 


If American adherence could 
be 


made effective in the reconstruction, 
of the court, with respect to its con- 
tinuing operation, that would seem 
to dispose conclusively f>f all other 
cited apprehensions of danger from 
the exercise of any influence whatso- 
ever, either open or furtive, by the 
League" of Nations or by any other or- 
ganization. 


The whole question of support or 


opposition on the part of these two 
controlling groups clearly 
resolves 


into a test of sincerity. When once 
American citizens have comprehended 
that vital point, I shall have no doubt 
of their answer. 


I have taken very frank cognizance 


of the avowed objections, because we 
have come to this very test of sin- 
cerity. Except for the very 
incon- 


siderable minority, which is hostile to 
any participation in -world effort to- 
ward security, which our better im- 
pulses are ever urging,'there is over- 
whelming sentiment favorable to our 
support of a world court. But I want 
ttie United States to give its influ- 
ence to the world court already estab- 
lished. Since any adherence must be 
attended by reservations, I am willing 
to give consideration to our diff- 
erences nt home and thereby remove 
every threatening 
obstacle 
worth 


considering, so we may go whole- 
heartedly to the world 
with 
an 


authorized tender of support. 


So much for the domestic phases of 


this problem. But there is another. 
I hear the voice- of the 
doubter:

"This is all very well, but it can not 
be done. The forty nations <tvhich 
have signed the. protocol will refuse 
to make these changes.

That, is exactly what I am now pro- 


be served alike, subject as now to de- 
termination by the court itself of the

The disparity in voting as

tween a unit in the assembly and an 
aggregated empire, which now main- 
tains in the assembly of the league, 
to fhclnnany object, because of ap-. 
prehensions which 1 do not share, 
would, under this plan, disappear au- 
tomatically." 


These observations are not to' be 


construed as suggesting changes In 
the essential statute of the court, or 
the enlargement or diminution of its 
numeral strength, or.modifying the

Such, in brief, is an outline of the 


basis upon which I shall hope, at

Appeal Needed 


No program could be devised that 


would win unanimous approval either 
at h»ne or abroad. We can not hope 
to attain perfection or to,satisfy ex- 
treme demands. The best and the 
most we can do is to appeal, let us 
liope 
successfully, 
to 
reasonable 


minds and, with sturdy faith, 
be 


true to ourselves and ready for our 
duties as liberty-loving, duty- realiz- 
ing Americans. 


There arc those who openly nd- 


•vocate our proposed association with 
the court of justice as n first stop to- 
ward joining the League of Nations. 
Their number is not large, and they 
can :not hope to prevail. There are 
tlioso whV in fear and trembling, pro- 
claim their opinion thnt this mighty 
Republic should live as a hermit na- 
tion. They. too. are few and hold to 
an impossible position. Both are ex- 
tremists. 
In an endeavor to obtain 


actual repults. both may h.o ~ safely 
omitted from serious consideration. 


But two great groups, comprising n 


vast majority of our people, need to 
be considered. 'And between

Must Be Equal 


Manifestations of resentment at our

course would appear far less BR evi- 
dences of indignation than would at- 
tend a course of aloofness, or an iit- 
•ter disregard for so notable an in- 
ternational endeavor. 


The United States is not a suppl- 


ant. Nor has it the slightest 
de- 


sire to become a master. It is and 
must be an equal, no more and no 
less, regardless of its relative ma- 
terial power or moral authority, ever 
conscious of its own rights, but never 
denying the iike, in even proi*ortion. 
to another. 


And what is the crux of conditions
